Condemnation Asked On 
Six Acres Adjoining 
Sutter Mill Location 


SACRAMENTO—Start of a move 
to further commemorate the first 
California gold strike on January 
24, 1848, near Coloma, was disclosed 
Saturday by J. R. Knowland, 
chairman of the state park com- 
mission, in San Francisco, who said 
that condemnation proceedings had 
been asked to acquire six acres of 
land for a state park. 


The tract extends into the Amer- 
ican river, where a marker already 
designates the site of the first 
“strike” and of the old Sutter mill, 
which has disappeared, 


It is reported that El Dorado 
county authorities plan to rebuild 
the mill as a part of the Sacramen- 
to Golden Empire centennial cele- 
bration. 

In Sacramento, January 24 will 
be marked by a program of enter- 
tainment under auspices of the cen- 
tennial committee. 


Knowland said negotiations with 
Pearley Monroe, a custodian at the 
state capitol here, who owns the 
land, have failed and that a _ pe- 
tition for condemnation had been 
sent to the attorney general. He 
stated that Monroe has been offered 
a “generous price.” 


A half mile away from the six- 
acre tract is the James W. Mar- 
shall monument and park, depict- 
ing the pioneer who first discover- 
ed gold in this state. The statue.

Spending Curb 
Unlikely 


Appropriations Expected 
To Maintain Present Rate 
Of $2 For $1 Of Income

WASHINGTON (lP)—Administra- 
tion plans for appropriations and 
taxes indicate that the new Con- 
gress probably will maintain the 
present ratio of approximately $2 
spent for every $1 of Federal in- 
come. 

After four successive years of ap- 
propriations averaging more than 
$10,000,000,000 a year, even economy- 
bloc leaders see little hope for sub- 
stantial reductions in expenditures. 
They believed potential savings 
would be more than offset by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s contemplated na- 
tional defense program. 

Rep. Clifton Woodrum, D., Va., 
ranking member of house appropri- 
ations sub-committee, in which all 
spending authorizations must orig- 
inate, asserted that relief funds hold 
the key to possible reductions in the 
government’s outgo. 


Nevada Proposes 2 Ballot Boxes 
For Bond Election Voting

Of vital interest to California 
farmers—because all farmers are 
common property taxpayers—is the 
question: “What will the 1939 State 
Lagislature do with regard to the 
laws governing bond issues—will it 
relax or tighten restrictions; will it 
make it easier to incur public in- 
debtedness, or harder?” 

The voters of California, at the re- 
cent November election, spoke em- 
phatically and decisively on the sub- 
pect. The Garrison Bond Act, which 
would have reduced the required 
vote for revenue bond issues from 
two thirds to a bare majority, was 


| defeated by nearly a million major- 


ity. 

Yet already proponents of the re- 
pudiated Garrison Bill are planning 
to re-introduce it—on the specious 
plea that the voters were hood- 
winked and did not know the merits 
of the proporal submitted to them. 

On the other hand, there is a 
growing realization on the part of 
sober, sane-thinking citizens—aware 
of the colossal public debt already 
existing and the fact that there 
must be a dav of reckoning—-that 
California must tighten its check- 
rein on both spending and borrow- 


Refl ecting this sentime mt, Assem- 
blyman Charles W. Lyon of Los 
Angeles has announced that he will 


| seek adoption of the Nevada plan 


of voting on bond issues. This plan 
requires that in any bond election a 
two thirds vote of approval is ne- 
cessary from both the property own- 


ers and the non-property owners, 
each to be counted separately. 

Under the Nevada plan, two bal- 
lot boxes would be used at every 
election involving a bond issue. In 
one box would be placed the bal- 
lots of property owners and in the 
other the votes of those not owning 
property. The proposal is in the form | 
of a constitutional amendment and 
must be submitted to vote of the 
people if approved by the Legisla- 
ture. 

The Agricultural Council of Cali- 
fornia has not, as yet, made an an- 
alysis of the Nevada plan, and it is 
not the purpose of this writer to ad- 
vocate the plan, nor oppose it. 

But the Council has taken defi- 
nite steps against the Garrison Bill 
or any other scheme to abolish the 
present two-thirds vote required on 
bond issues. And the California 
State Farm Bureau Federation has. 
taken similar action.
